FOR  THE  YEAR  1928. 


The  Committee  of  Management  submit  their  Thirty- 
eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  working  and  experience  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1928,  and  in 
doing  so  desire  to  express  their  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to 
all  Subscribers  and  Donors  for  their  generosity  and  interest 
shown  during  the  past  year. 

One  result  of  the  year's  work  has  been  to  demonstrate 
the  usefulness  of  the  Hospital,  playing  a  great  part  in  the  life 
of  Borough  and  County  by  the  constant  demands  made  for 
treatment,  also  shewing  the  wise  steps  taken  to  erect  a  new 
Hospital. 

It  is  with  regret  that  owing  to  unforeseen  circumstances, 
the  new  Hospital  has  not  been  opened,  consequently  the 
consummation  of  hopes  are  deferred  till  the  Architects' 
permission. 

The  number  of  In-patients  received  into  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  368,  as  compared  with  the  same  number 
in  1927,  and  the  number  of  Out-patients’  attendances  was 
1,780,  as  against  1,808,  shewing  a  slight  decrease,  due  to 
obvious  reasons. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  of  the  General  Fund  was 
£3,825  7s.  8d.,  as  against  £3,785  4s.  9d.  in  1927.  The  total 
normal  expenditure  was  £3,073  15s.  2d.,  compared  with 
£2,883  Os.  8d.,  the  previous  year,  the  balance  forward  being 
£483  3s.  4d.,  as  against  £381  10s.  lOd.  To  the  receipts  for 
valuation  purposes  as  required  by  the  Hospital  Association 
£80  6s.  lOd.  could  be  added  as  the  value  of  gifts  given  during 
the  year. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  during  the 
past  year  every  effort  has  been  made  to  conduct  the  Hospital 
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as  economically  as  possible,  with  due  regard  to  efficiency  in 
every  way.  The  present  income  has  been  sufficient  to  cover 
the  expenditure  ;  this  is  due  in  no  small  way  to  the  care 
shown  by  the  Matron,  Sister  Hadley,  and  Staff. 

The  average  cost  of  each  In-patient  per  week  was 
£3  14s.  5fd. 

It  is  not  possible  to  visualise  the  future  with  any  degree 
of  certainty  as  far  as  the  new  Hospital  is  concerned,  but  the 
Committee  can  assure  the  Subscribers  and  Donors  that  every¬ 
thing  will  be  done  to  minimise  expenditure,  without  lowering 
the  standard  of  efficiency  ;  so  that  the  prestige  of  the 
Institution  will  not  be  impaired  in  any  way.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  general  public,  especially  the  citizens  of  Derby, 
will  support  the  new  Hospital  to  a  greater  degree. 

Your  Committee  are  deeply  sensible  and  grateful  for  the 
increased  Subscriptions  received  from  the  many  places  of 
business  in  town  and  county  ;  special  thanks  are  due  to  the 
employees  of  the  Celanese  Co.,  Ltd.,  Spondon,  who  presented 
£1,000,  this  to  be  devoted  for  the  endowment  of  the  first  bed 
in  the  new  Hospital,  and  may  this  be  followed  by  other 
similar  gifts  from  works  ;  to  the  various  departments  con¬ 
nected  with  the  L.M.  &  S.  Railway,  Derby,  a  debt  of  gratitude 
is  due,  especially  the  Carriage  &  Wagon  Dept.,  who  con¬ 
tributed  £100  to  the  General  Fund,  and  £100  to  the  new 
Hospital  ;  to  the  Derby  Co-operative  Society  for  their  gift 
of  £100  ;  to  Capt.  and  Mrs.  Drury  Lowe,  Locko  Park,  who, 
as  a  result  of  a  Fete  in  Locko  Park,  presented  £300  to  the 
Building  Fund  ;  also  to  the  Matron  for  £300,  the  result  of 
Bazaar  ;  and  to  Lady  Walker,  for  opening  Osmaston  Manor. 

Encouraging  has  been  the  many  gifts  received  for  the 
new  Hospital  ;  these  will  be  acknowledged  later  on  in  print. 

To  the  various  Extension  Committees,  with  their  great 
workers,  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  extended  for  their 
invaluable  work  in  season  and  out  ;  we  cannot  value  their 
labours  too  highly. 

The  Committee  are  delighted  with  the  result  *  of  the 
various  Flower  Days  held  during  the  summer  months,  these 
realising  the  sum  of  £391  6s.  7d.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the 
summer  of  1929  this  amount  will  be  materially  increased. 

The  Extension  Fund  received  during  the  year  no  less  a 
sum  than  £4,967  3s.  0d.,  against  £1,330  0s.  Od.  the  previous 
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year,  being  a  record  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  as  the 
whole  of  the  £4,967  3s.  Od.  was  from  Donations  and  Boxes, 
details  appearing  in  the  report. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  your  Committee 
to  receive  and  acknowledge  the  large  number  of  gifts  received 
which  have  been  of  great  value  to  the  Institution,  especially 
acceptable  being  eggs,  fruit,  vegetables,  etc.,  these  gifts 
helping  considerably  to  reduce  the  cost  of  maintenance  ;  it 
is  hoped  this  list  will  be  considerably  increased  during  1929. 

Legacies  have  been  received  from  the  Executors  of  the 
late  Mr.  M.  E.  Pilling  of  £50  ;  also  the  late  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Sims  of  £50  ;  these  amounts  have  been  transferred  to  the 
Building  Fund  of  the  new  Hospital. 

It  was  the  hope  that  the  new  Hospital  would  be  opened 
free  from  debt  ;  this  may  not  be  accomplished  ;  yet  it  is 
with  sincere  pleasure  and  gratitude  that  we  acknowledge 
the  many  generous  Donations  received,  amongst  which  was 
£150  from  Miss  Simpson,  and  £100  from  an  anonymous 
donor.  The  total  amount  paid  during  1928  to  the  Con¬ 
tractors  was  £16,086. 

The  Extension  Committee,  with  its  Sub-Committees,  has, 
during  the  past  year,  done  a  wonderful  work  for  the  new 
Hospital,  each  Sub-Committee  by  their  efforts  creating  a 
greater  interest  in  the  Hospital  than  ever  in  its  history, 
friends  in  County  and  Borough  being  drawn  into  closer  touch 
with  the  effort  to  open  the  new  Hospital  free  from  debt. 

Your  Committee  recognise  with  deep  gratitude  the 
untiring  efforts  and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  officers  and 
members  of  the  Sub-Committees,  and  desire  to  place  on 
record  the  great  efforts  made  on  behalf  of  their  suffering 
sisters. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  Sub-Committees  have 
been  earnestly  striving  their  best  for  the  new  Hospital : — 

Alvaston. — Great  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
officers  and  members  of  this  Committee.  Sale  of  Work, 
Fete,  Concerts,  making  up  and  presenting  to  the  Hospital 
useful  articles. 

Aljreton. — Due  to  unemployment  and  other  causes, 
friends  here  have  suffered,  success  attending  efforts  made 
through  Flower  Day  and  Dance, 
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Burton-on- Trent. — Officers  and  members  enthusiastic  in 
every  way  for  the  Hospital,  doing  a  splendid  work  for  the 
Institution,  creating  a  widespread  interest,  which  is  shewn 
by  the  financial  assistance  given  ;  also  a  good  work  is  being 
done  in  connection  with  the  Women's  Hospital  League. 

Derby. — An  untiring  body  of  officers  and  members  who, 
during  the  past  year,  have  held  many  successful  Dances, 
Whist  Drives,  Concerts,  etc.  ;  also  a  Fete,  several  Flower 
Days  in  towns  have  been  worked  by  members  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Ilkeston. — The  members  of  this  Committee  have  been 
working  under  disadvantages  caused  by  unemployment, 
etc.,  yet  withal,  have  been  enthusiastic,  carrying  through  to 
success.  Flower  Day,  Dances  and  Whist  Drives. 

Littleover  and  Old  Normanton. — Considering  the  first 
year  as  a  Sub-Committee,  success  has  attended  their  efforts. 
Garden  Fete,  Whist  Drives  and  Dances  held,  all  helping  to 
attain  their  object — funds  for  the  new  Hospital. 

Long  Eaton. — Enthusiasm  for  the  Hospital  is  being 
maintained  by  an  enthusiastic  Committee,  their  efforts 
being  crowned  with  success.  Flower  Day,  Whist  Drives  and 
Dances  held,  these  creating  a  greater  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Hospital. 

Melbourne. — Keen  interest  is  being  maintained  in  the 
work  of  the  Hospital  by  an  enthusiastic  Committee.  Flower 
Day,  Whist  Drives  and  Concert  held,  all  being  satisfactory 

Ripley. — Situated  as  it  is  in  the  heart  of  the  coal  and  iron 
industries,  the  friends  considering  the  circumstances  as  regard 
unemployment  have  done  well.  Flower  Day,  Whist  Drives 
and  Dances  met  with  success. 

Denby.- — Friends  here  working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Ripley  Committee,  have  rendered  to  the  new  Hospital 
Building  Fund  generous  assistance,  Whist  Drives,  Dances 
and  Collections  being  made. 

Swadlincote. — Depression  in  trade  has  militated  against 
the  work  for  the  Hospital,  yet  enthusiasm  has  carried  the 
workers  along.  House-to-house  collection  made  and  Whist 
Drives  and  Dances  held,  so  keeping  the  interest  of  the 
Hospital  in  front. 

Repton. — Although  no  Committee  working,  great  work 
has  been  accomplished,  a  very  successful  Dance  being  held, 
also  many  gifts  for  the  Building  Fund  have  been  received. 
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Uttoxeter. — Excellent  work  accomplished  by  members  of 
the  Co-operative  Women’s  Guild  and  Railway  Women’s 
Guild ;  appreciation  being  shewn  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
by  the  generous  support  given. 

Willington. — Two  Whist  Drives  and  Dances  held  on 
behalf  of  the  Hospital,  run  by  friends,  the  result  being 
generous  donations  to  the  Building  Fund. 

It  is  with  pleasure  the  Committee  state  the  continuation 
of  interest  and  increased  support  from  members  of  Mothers’ 
Unions,  Women’s  Institutes,  Welfare  Committees  of  Workers, 
Carnival  Committees,  Women’s  Co-operative  Guilds,  etc.  ; 
this  is  as  it  should  be  for  the  Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women 
is  theirs. 

The  Committee  do  not  wish  to  be  invidious  in  regard  to 
assistance  received  from  Carnivals,  etc.,  but  wish  to  specially 
mention  Matlock,  who,  from  the  Carnival  Committee, 
Operatic  Company  and  Flower  Day  have  subscribed  over 
£100. 

Generous  donations  have  also  been  received  from  the 
Chaddesden,  Sawley,  Shardlow,  Borrowash,  Tutbury,  Rid- 
dings  and  Somercotes  Carnival  Committees. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  friends  in  Castle  Donington, 
Chellaston  and  Shardlow  for  help  given  at  Concerts  held  ; 
to  the  friends  at  Ashbourne  for  assistance  given  in  various 
ways,  more  particularly  on  the  Flower  Day. 

The  Derbyshire  Women’s  Hospital  League  is  making 
steady  progress,  many  more  members  being  enrolled,  and  it 
is  the  hope  that  the  membership  will  be  considerably  in¬ 
creased  during  1929  ;  this  will  mean  financial  assistance 
apart  from  the  interest  created  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

A  branch  of  the  League  is  in  operation  at  Little  Eaton  and 
Rilburn,  with  over  30  members,  each  member  paying  one 
halfpenny  per  week  the  year  round  ;  this  is  worthy  of 
emulation. 

Silver  and  tin  foil. — The  Committee  would  especially  draw 
attentiontothecoliectionof  thisusefulmaterial.  The  Matron  and 
Secretary  would  be  pleased  to  receive  collections  at  any  time. 

The  Derby  Centre  L.M.S.  Railway,  through  their 
Secretary,  Councillor  Salisbury,  made  a  donation  of  £25  to  the 
Hospital,  this  being  part  proceeds  from  sale  of  silver  and  tin  foil. 
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The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  their  Chair¬ 
man,  Giles  Austin,  J.P.,  for  his  unfailing  interest  and  generos¬ 
ity  at  all  times  ;  also  for  the  enthusiasm  displayed,  which 
was  transmitted  to  all  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  record  their  appreciation  of  the  in¬ 
valuable  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Surgical 
Staff,  by  the  Matron,  Sister  and  Nurses,  who  have  never 
failed  throughout  the  past  year  to  give  to  the  Hospital 
unstinted  devotion,  ability  and  care.  One  has  only  to  hear 
the  many  expressions  of  gratitude,  which  come  from  those 
who  have  benefitted,  to  understand  and  realise  how  great 
is  the  work  which  is  done  so  skilfully  day  after  day  under 
difficult  and  trying  conditions. 

To  the  Honorary  Chaplain  (Rev.  F.  Burdett)  sincere 
thanks  are  accorded  for  his  kindly  ministrations  to  patients 
and  for  conducting  services.  To  Miss  Grace  Roe,  for  her 
kindness  as  Librarian  to  the  Hospital,  visiting  the  Wards, 
and  attention  to  patients  as  regards  books,  etc  ;  to  Miss 
V.  Rowney,  for  helping  at  services,  and  playing  the  har¬ 
monium  ;  to  the  local  Press  for  their  ready  assistance  at 
all  times  with  reports,  etc.,  the  Committee  tender  their  thanks.

The  Surgical  Staff  report  that  368  In-patients  were 
treated  during  the  year. 

There  were  1,780  attendances  of  Out-patients. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been,  as  usual,  almost 
entirely  of  a  Gynaecological  and  Obstetrical  nature,  and 
treatment  mainly  of  a  surgical  type. 

Anaesthetics  were  administered  on  313  occasions  for 
surgical  purposes.  There  were  no  anaesthetic  casualties. 

One  adult  and  one  infant  death  occurred  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year.

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GENERAL  RULES 


1.  The  objects  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  the  treatment  of 
women  suffering  from  Diseases  peculiar  to  their  sex. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee  of  not 
less  than  ten  ladies,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting.  The  Secretary,  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  Honorary 
Medical  Officers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  meet  monthly,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  they  shall  think  lit,  to  transact  any  business  of  the 
Hospital  that  may  arise,  three  to  form  a  quorum  ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies,  elect  Officers,  and  make  any 
arrangements  of  the  Hospital.  They  shall  also  have  power 
to  divide  themselves  into  Sub-Committees  for  special  pur¬ 
poses. 

4.  All  Medical  Officers  shall  be  legally  qualified. 

5.  All  annual  subscriptions  shall  be  considered  due  in 
advance  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in  each  year.  Annual 
Subscribers  of  10s.  and  upwards  shall  be  Governors,  and 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  and  all 
donors  of  £ 5  shall  be  Life  Governors. 

6.  The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  three 
Trustees,  to  be  chosen  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

7.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Subscribers  and  Donors  to  the  Hospital  at  such  time  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Committee  (as  soon  after  the  1st  day  of 
January  as  may  be  convenient)  to  receive  the  reports  of  the 
Medical  Officers  and  the  Committee,  and  to  pass  the  Accounts. 
A  Special  Meeting  may  be  called  by  the  Committee  at  any 
time  by  giving  seven  days'  notice,  and  stating  the  objects 
of  the  Meeting.  To  be  opened  with  prayer. 

8.  No  rule  shall  be  made  or  altered,  except  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting,  or  a  Special  Meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

9.  Duties  of  the  Medical  Officers  : — 

To  attend  to  the  In-patients  while  under  their  care 
in  the  Hospital  and  to  Out-patients  on  the  days 
mentioned. 
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RULES  FOR  IN-PATIENTS 


1.  Each  In-patient  who  enters  the  Hospital  without  a 
Recommendation  is  required  to  pay,  in  advance,  the  sum  of 
£1  5s.  Od.  per  week. 

2.  Each  In-patient  who  enters  the  Hospital  with  a 
Recommendation  is  required  to  pay,  in  advance,  the  sum  of 
12s.  Od.  per  week. 

3.  A  Subscription  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per  annum  entitles  the 
Subscriber  to  recommend  one  In-patient  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks. 

4.  A  Subscription  of  £1  Is.  Od.  per  annum  entitles  the 
Subscriber  to  recommend  one  In-patient  for  a  period  of  not 
more  than  one  week. 

5.  The  above  sums  provide  not  only  for  board  and 
lodging,  but  also  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  Hospital, 
including  medical  attendance,  medicine,  nursing,  coal,  light, 
rates,  taxes,  etc. 

6.  For  a  Private  Ward  a  fee  of  3|  guineas  weekly  is 
charged.  This  extra  fee  is  charged  for  privacy  only,  the  diet 
and  nursing  being  precisely  the  same  as  in  the  general  wards. 

7.  Any  complaint  should  be  made  in  writing  addressed  to 
the  Chairman  of  Committee. 

8.  Incurable  Cases  are  not  admitted. 

9.  Each  In-patient  is  required  to  bring  no  less  than  three 
changes  of  linen,  two  large  towels,  and  a  good  supply  of  small 
ones,  comb  and  brush,  sponge,  soap,  and  slippers  for  her  own 
use,  and  to  provide  for  her  own  washing. 

10.  Friends  of  Patients  are  allowed  to  visit  them  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  from  2  to  4  p.m.  ;  but  two 
visitors  only  can  be  admitted  to  each  Patient  on  either  day. 

11.  It  is  particularly  requested  that  no  drink  or  provisions 
of  any  kind  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  by  any  Patients  or 
Friends  without  the  permission  of  the  Matron.  Any  breach 
of  this  rule  may  lead  to  the  dismissal  of  the  Patient. 

12.  Each  Patient  is  expected  to  conform  to  the  Rules  of 
the  Hospital.  Any  improper  language  or  conduct  will 
subject  the  Patient  to  dismissal  at  the  discretion  of  the  Ma¬ 
tron. 

Any  person  requiring  admission  as  an  In-patient  must 
apply  to  the  Matron,  at  the  Hospital,  Friar  Gate,  Derby.

2s.  a  week  for  Medicine.

V oluntary  Hospitals  Committee 


Appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 


“The  Committee  are  convinced  that  it  is  desirable  in 
the  public  interest  to  maintain  the  Voluntary  System  of 
Hospital  Management,  which  secures  gratuitous  and  skilled 
service,  both  lay  and  medical  of  inestimable  value.  If  that 
system  falls  to  the  ground,  hospitals  must  be  provided  by 
the  public,  and  the  expense  of  so  providing  them  would 
be  enormous.  The  wages  and  other  disbursements  would 
undoubtedly  increase,  and  the  payment  of  full  remuneration 
to  the  administrative  and  medical  staffs  would  at  once  become 
urgent.  But  the  money  loss  to  the  state  would  be  a  small 
matter  compared  with  the  injury  which  would  be  done  to  the 
welfare  of  the  sick  for  whom  the  hospitals  are  provided,  the 
training  of  the  medical  profession,  and  the  progress  of 
medical  research.” 

“The  voluntary  hospital  system,  which  is  peculiar  to 
the  English-speaking  peoples,  is  part  of  the  heritage  of  our 
generation,  and  it  would  be  lamentable  if,  by  our  apathy  or 
folly,  it  were  suffered  to  fall  into  ruin.”
